Applicant's argues (first paragraph, page 4) that Gardenswartz fails to teach "determining whether the customer is an acceptable credit 
risk for on-line purchase". 

Examiner disagrees. Examiner asserts that the claimed invention does not require the extension of credit, rather it only requires the 
determination of credit risk. Based on Applicant's Specification (page 1 1 , lines 15-17), Applicant defines the determination of credit risk as 
merely "a simple determination as to whether or not the customer is current on his lease and/or purchase payments". This is exactly what 
is taught by Gardenswartz. 

Once again Examiner notes that the claims fail to specifically claim the extension of credit. If Applicant believes that this feature is novel, 
Examiner welcomes Applicant to amend the claims to specifically recite such a feature. 
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
